KANSAS CITY (J%-Archbishop 
Edwin V. O’Hara of the Kansas 
City Diocese died today in Milan, 
Italy, of a heart attack, church 
official* announced here. He was 
75. 
Death came in the Palce Hotel 
at 11:55 a.m., Milan time. He had 
gone to Italy for an international 
liturgical conference. 
The archbishop, 
who had 
a 
noted background of activ ity in 
social legislation, was bom in 
Lanesboro, Minn., and formerly 
was bishop at Great Falls, Mont. 
An a n n o un c e m e n t here 
by Bishop Joseph M. MarUng said 
A rchbi^p O'Hara flew from New 
York to Paris Sept. 7 on his way 
to Assisi. 
Italy, for the inter­ 
national meeting. He was accom­ 
panied by Msgr. Thomas J. Crow­ 
ell, pastor of the St. Mary’s 
Church here, who was with him 
at the time of death. 
Bishop Marling said the body 
will be bftmght back to the United 
State» . Funeral arrangements will 
be made later. 
As a Portland, 
Ore., priest. 
Archbishop O’Hara became a na­ 
tional figure in 1913 through his 
assistance in drafting Oregon’s 
minimum wage law, an early v en­ 
ture in such l^islatkm. He was 
chairman of the Oregon Industrial 
Welfare Commission and in that 
position was defendant in a suit 
which tested constitutionality of 
the law. 
In 1920 he was named director 
of the rural life bureau of the 
National Catholic Welfare Confer­ 
ence. In 1924 he became a di­ 
rector of the American Country 
Life Assn. 
He sen'ed for many years as 
a member (rf the administrativ e 
board of the welfare conference. 
He was 
graduated from 
Thomas College, St. Paul, Minn., 
in 1900 and was ordained a priest 
in 19(tô after studying in the St. 
Paul Seminary. 
He receiv ed an honorary doctor 
of laws degree from Notre Dame 
Univ ersity in 1917. He came to 
Kansas City from his Montana 
bishop's position.

The work cov ers 79.4 miles, in­ 
cluding 12.5 miles on major sys­ 
tem highways estimated at $3,400,- 
000 and the rest on 66.9 miles of 
supplementary roads at a cost of 
around $800,000. 
One interstate systOTi project is 
included, the fourth imder the 
newly expanded federad aid pro­ 
gram. 
It calls for 11.5 miles of grad­ 
ing, bridging and two 24-foot con­ 
crete pav ements on U. S. 66 in 
Laclede County between Conwa> 
and 
Lebanon. 
It 
prov ides 
for 
three bridges, including a 207-foot 
steel structure to carry St. Louis 
and San Francisco Railroad tracks 
ov er the new highway. 
Another project on U. S. 54 in 
Audrian County calls for two new 
bridges and widening two o^ers, 
a t< ^ length of about .3 of a 
mile. One new bridge, a 117-foot 
steel span, will cross the west 
fork of Cuiv re Riv er, The other, 
a 90-foot continuous slab, will be 
ov er Mam’s Creek.

Frank • 0, Prior, head of the 
StandcU*d Oil Co. of Indiana, was 
called before McClellan’s special 
Senate committee which is search­ 
ing f6r ev idence of any illegal or 
improper efforts to influence sen­ 
ators or other gov ernment of­ 
ficials. 
Yesterday, the committee heard 
that the compfuiy spent $1,500 or 
more last January to bombard 
Senator Thye (R-Minn) with tele­ 
grams urging him to v ote for the 
controv ersial natural g¿ls bill. He 
v oted against it and now ii a 
member of the lobby probe group. 
Witnesses said some of the tele­ 
grams were sent without the per­ 
mission or knowledge of persons 
whose names were signed to theqi. 
But they said the firm’s home of­ 
fice in Chicago nev er knew about 
this, or that the company was pay­ 
ing for 835 of the messages. 
Committee aides said A. L. 
Nickerson, president of the So-

York City, ¿md T, S, Petersen, 
president of the Standard Oil Co. 
of California, would be called then 
for interrogation about how their 
firms “express their interest in 
federal legislation” through lobby 
ing. 
The inquiry is an outgrowflj of 
passage last February of a bill 
which sought to free natural gas 
producers from direct federal con­ 
trols.

Eisenhower 
v etoed the bill because of what 
he called “arrogant” tactics by a 
segment of the oil-gas industry. 
McClellan called the sending of 
unauthorized telegrams “a fraud 
upon those whose names were 
used” and on the lawmakers re­ 
ceiv ing them.

The decision ov erturned earlier 
holdings of the Circuit Court of 
'Greene County and the Spring­ 
field Court of Appeals. 
It inv olv ed the owners of eight 
Springfield barbershops and the 
office of Local No. 191 of the 
Joiu*neymen Barbers International 
Union of America. 
Here’s wharf happ^ed: 
The union threatened to take 
“union shop” cards out of the 
barbershops unless the eight em­ 
ployers submitted to a new rule 
that employers would hav e to joirt 
the union. 
The employers sought an in­ 
junction ag¿unst that, protesting 
that joining the union would make 
them lose their membership in an 
atssociatwn of mast« * barbera — 
wrfh its insurance benefits •— and 
would make them object to union 
“laws” that would strip them of 
their rij^ts a& employers. 
The Supreme Court 
a g reed . 
It 
said; 
“Regardless of the uni<m’s de- 
niad, the sum and substance of 
the union’s demand on the plain­ 
tiffs, in v iew of the prov isions of 
its ‘laws,’ is that each plaintiff 
must stop working with the tools 
of the trade in his own place of 
business or he must join the union. 
“Of course, if the plaintiffs do 
not join the union, and do stop 
working with the tools of the 
traKle, then by reason of the ‘uni<Mi 
shop’ agreement it wiU be neces­ 
sary for each to hire a union 
member to do that work which 
he had been A)ing or permit the 
work not to be done in his bau*ber- 
shop.” 
The court said “We hold that 
K is contrary to the public policy 
of this state, and theiWore an un­ 
lawful labor objectiv e, for a laibor 
union to exert economic pressure 
on an employer to compel him to 
join a union of his employes when 
to do so makes him subject to 
union ‘laws’ which destroy or sub­ 
stantially impair his right to as­ 
sert and protect those interests 
essential to his status as ¿ui em­ 
ployer in negotiations with the 
union.” 
The court affirmed a judgment 
totaling $31,000 to Perry Huffman 
of Windsor, Mo., for injuries to 
himself and the death of his wife 
in an accident on State Highway 
2 west of Windsor July 9, 1953. 
Testimony in the case indicated 
that a truck driv en by Frank 
Mwcer slammed into Huffman’s 
car when Huffman wa s driv ing in 
his proper traffic lane.

Ky. (iTV—Sev en Negro 
students returned to their classes 
for the second straight day as ra­ 
cial tension at Sturgis High School 
eased off considerably. 
Unlike yesterday when only an 
estimated 50 of 310 white students 
showed up, observ ers said at least 
250 white children reported to 
school with 65 to 70 coming on 
buses. 
There were nev er more than 65 
townspeople out in front of the 
school and 15 minutes after classes 
started there were only sev en 
townspeople out in front. A few 
National Guardsmen walked posts 
but two companies of Guardsmen 
there for the opening marched off 
to their camp area once school 
started. 
The sev en Negro students ar- On September 18 -« 
riv ed at the school 45 minutes be­ 
fore the start of classes. They came 
in two cars escorted by a third. 
There was no demonstration. 
One observ er said much of the

atomic center at Oak Ridge, Tenn; 
the Univ ersity of Florida, Georgia 
Tech, and North Carolina State 
College at Raleigh. 
Elev en of the 16 Southern gov ­ 
ernors—the others sent word they 
couldn’t make it—last night heard 
Adm. Arthur W. Radford, chair­ 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
call for more thorough educaiion 
of American youth in what de­ 
mocracy is all about lest the Com­ 
munists achiev e world domination 
because of an ignorance of liberty. 
“We seem either unable, or too 
lazy, to do enough to explain, 
teach, and most of all—demon­ 
strate publicly before the world 
the fundamental, basic fact of lib­ 
erty.”

Dr. Jo rdan Say s— 
Immu n ity Fro m Disea se 
Va ries With In d ivid u a l 


By Edwia P. Jo rdan, M. O. 
Resistance to disease — immun­ 
ity — varies from p erson to p er­ 
son and from one time to another. 
There are two p rincip al kinds (rf 
immunky: natural and acquired. 
Natural immunity is the inborn 
ability to resist infection. Fo r ex ­ 
amp le, human beings are suscep ­ 
tible to typ hmd fever but dogs are 
naturally immune. Rats 
a ce resist­ 
ant to dip htheria and p eop le are 
not. On the other hand, human 
beings do not catch a great many 
infections, such as 
d i s t e m p e r , 
which attack lower animals. 
Some p eop le are more resistant 
to certain diseases than others. 
Fo r ex amp le, for most modem 
city dwellers measles is a family 
mild disease. When measles attacks 
p rimitive p eop le who have not been 
ex p osed to it before, however, it 
may cause terrible ep idemics with 
a high rate of death. 
As individuals, we also vary in 
our p owers of resistance. 
Acquired immunity is the kind 
of resistance to disease which de­ 
velop s during life. 
This in turn is divided into two 
kinds, the first being called active 


acquired immunity. 
Active acquired immunky can be 
built up by having a disease and 
recovering — as hap p ens after 
chicken pox , or mump s. It also can 
occur by stimulating the body to 
build up a resistance by artificial 
means. Smallp ox vaccination and 
dip htheria and tetanus tox oids are 
ex amp les. Polio vaccination is the 
best known newcomer to this field. 
Finally, there is p assive acquired 
immunity. 
This is a measure aimed at build­ 
ing a temp orary resistance. Some­ 
times k can be done by injecting 
a serum obtained from 
another 
p erson who has had the p articular 
disease and recovered. It is also 
accomp lished by suing a serum of 
antitox in obtained from someSuii- 
mal such as horse or sheep which 
has been p reviously made immune. 
Serums such as these have saved 
many lives, p articularly in such 
diseases as dip htheria. 
Gamma 
globulin obtained from a p art of 
the blood is a similar p rocedure 
for building p assive acquired im­ 
munky used at the onset of m easly 
or for infectious hep atitis.

today

rousing 
Maine election victory which Ad- 
lai Stevenson said indicates tha 
“the national trend to the Demo­ 
crats is still gaining momentum.” 
Gov. Edmund S. Muskie won a 
second term with the biggest vote 
ever given a Maine governor of 
either party. 
And, for the first time since the 
New Deal year of 1934, a Demo­ 
crat was elected to Congress. He

M. Coffin, 
37 -year-old 
Lewiston lawyer and chairman of 
his party’s state committee.

The outcome of another con­ 
gressional race was so dose it 
may wind up before the House 
Elections Committee. 
Rep. Robert Hale <R) seemed 
to have won an eighth term in the 
1st Dist. by 72 votes over Demo­ 
crat James C. Oliver, who as a 
Republican preceded Hale in Con­ 
gress from 1937-43. 
Rep. Clifford G. Mclntire had 
no trouble gaming a third full 
term in the 3rd Dist. but his per­ 
centage was down. 
The 42-year-old Muskie, son of 
a Polish immigrant tailor, became 
the first Democrat re-elected in a 
presidential year—at least since 
the Civil War. And in those days 


Maine governors had one instead 
of two-year terrrw. 
In 621 of 630 precincts, an unof­ 
ficial tabulation rolled up 17 9,697 
votes for Muskie and 123,7 84 for 
Willis A. (Bill) Trafton Jr., 37 , 
the Republican speaker of the 
Maine House. 
The total of 303,481 was almost 
6,000 below the record, but Mus- 
kie’s vote was well ahead of the 
best previously given any gover­ 
nor — 172,113 for Republican Ix;w- 
is O. Barrows in 1936. 
Muskie got 59 per cent of the 
vote in yesterday’s balloting, the 
first in the country this year. Two 
years ago he won his first term 
with 5414 per cent of almost 249,- 
000, beating Burton M. Cross, then 
the GOP incumbent.
